Record Searches and Standard Search Policy. The Record/Information Dissemination Section (RIDS) searches for 
reasonably described records by searching systems, such as the Central Records System (CRS), or locations where responsive 
records would reasonably be found. The CRS is an extensive system of records consisting of applicant, investigative, 
intelligence, personnel, administrative, and general files compiled by the FBI per its law enforcement, intelligence, and 
administrative functions. The CRS spans the entire FBI organization, comprising records of FBI Headquarters, FBI Field Offices, 
and FBI Legal Attaché Offices (Legats) worldwide; Electronic Surveillance (ELSUR) records are included in the CRS. The 
standard search policy is a search for main entity records in the CRS. Unless specifically requested, a standard search does not 
include a search for reference entity records, administrative records of previous FOIPA requests, or civil litigation files.

FBI Records. Founded in 1908, the FBI carries out a dual law enforcement and national security mission. As part of this dual 
mission, the FBI creates and maintains records on various subjects; however, the FBI does not maintain records on every 
person, subject, or entity. 


Foreseeable Harm Standard. As amended in 2016, the Freedom of Information Act provides that a federal agency may 
withhold responsive records only if: (1) the agency reasonably foresees that disclosure would harm an interest protected by one 
of the nine exemptions that FOIA enumerates, or (2) disclosure is prohibited by law (5 United States Code, Section 
552(a)(8)(A)(i)). The FBI considers this foreseeable harm standard in the processing of its requests. 


Requests for Criminal History Records or Rap Sheets. The Criminal Justice Information Services (CJIS) Division provides 
Identity History Summary Checks — often referred to as a criminal history record or rap sheet. These criminal history records 
are not the same as material in an investigative “FBI file.” An Identity History Summary Check is a listing of information taken 
from fingerprint cards and documents submitted to the FBI in connection with arrests, federal employment, naturalization, or 
military service. For a fee, individuals can request a copy of their Identity History Summary Check. Forms and directions can

"The past twelve months have been without exception 
the most momentous and satisfying of my entire Unitarian 
ministry of 25 years, and for very specific reasons. I say 
this with sober consideration, realizing that in the querter 
century since August, 1930, when. I-took my first Unitarien 
pulpit in Petersham, Massachusetts, I never saw a more con- 
‘plete fulfilment of my hopes for a liberal-church. In these 
past 52 weeks we have held Sunday morning services without 
missing a single Sunday. (I would remind. West Coast Unitarians 
that this cannot be said in.all too many Eastern and mid- 
Western churches).. ‘These morning services are the core of 
our corporate life together as most of you well. know. Average 
attendance has been 440, higher than any previous year. We 
have preached and practiced and defended the basic principles 
of a Unitarian church, notably in the phenomenal campaign 
against church loyalty oaths and the raising of $13,000 to 
pay taxes and attorneys to support that campaign. ., 


"We have extended.our church school to over 300 
pupils. Sixteen teachers give every Sunday and at least one 
‘night a month to the fundamental task of training our children 
in the Unitarien way of life as we see it, We have involved 
hundreds of members actively in our lergest Bazaar, and our 
most successful Festival of the Arts. For ten of the past 
twelve months we have conducted a radio ministry reaching 
many thousands not attending our services and progrems in 
this building, Our youth group, the Starr King Fellowship, 
has greatly expanded its numbers and its activities as we all 
learned so proudly on Youth Sunday. Our Public Forum not 

only maintained a very high standard as in past years but made 
its nationally distinguished list of speakers available to

Unitarian groups from San Diego to Van Nuys. This was a great 
advance. Our publication program surpassed t. of any pre- LA de 
vious year. Our House Committee under Geor, rgan made or

(Do we all appreciate that these 30 
people give every Thursdey night as well as every.Sunday morn- 
ing from ten to twelve thirty to this cause of ours?).

"Most important of all, this church “involved .more of : 
its members in the complex life of @ great institution than’ hes. 
ever been true before, These are kerd days for most of us, and 
the spiritual fortification we gain here by regular fellowship 
with our friends of this society cannot be exaggerated. We not 
only come in our troubles, but in our joys. We are all gra- 
tified that during the past year our members of minority 
ethnic groups have become increasingly involved in church 
‘leadership and responsibilities, We have a long way to go 
yet to make this a church: which ‘welcomes members of every 
race, of every creed.' However, there is a wonderful unity 
and solidarity of people here which is our greatest strength.. 
It is felt far beyond our borders and beyond our mezbership. 
Our courage has been contagious...our growing sense of social 
and cultural responsibility is contegious also. With humility 
and pride we should: realize how much our collective activity 
means to many thousands of people, here, through the nation, 
and even in lands overseas, And far greater service yet lies 
vefore us. I profoundly believe a new period is dawning of 
far greater opportunity for this church. The premiere 
Los Angeles esentation of 'The Crucible’ this.past month cA 
by Mrs .Samyfosen (%*) and his magnificent cast is a symbol 
of our ofitreach in the cultural field. Other proposals are 
‘already on our church drawing boards for the months ahead, 
I believe thousands of people previously unreached by this 
church ‘during the most frigid period of the Cold War and 
the witch-hunt sre going to respond to our ministry as a. 
church of the free spirit. ‘We must'be prepared for this 
new season in which there will be more: communication with 
many folks long timid and in varying.degrees of retreat.

_ "It 4s obvious, I sincerely hope, that this 
responsibility by our church calls for a maxinun of 
maturity and concentration on our total progratiss: Wea 
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a democratic church which does not ask for authoritarian al b 
acceptance of ideas or actions. In a church of 1255 mem- 
bers, however, we must perforce give responsibility to 

our elected officials to perform their work to the best 

of their ability between annual meetings. This is essential 
at any time, but especially when our institution is under 
fire from forces in the community opposed to intellectual 
and religious freedoms as we conceive then. 


"We have begun to play a larger role in Unitarian 
life continentally, We sent fifteen delegates to the West 
Coast Conferente in Alemeda in February. We sent Mr. Frank 
WjUinson (#*) to Boston for the annual meetings of the 


erican Unitarian Association, We contributed $2200 to the ok Oe 


United Unitarian Appeal, seven times last year's contribu- 

tion. Your minister was elected to the Board of t acific 
Coast Unitarien Conference and attends its meetings. He GA ty 
has spoken in recent months in Denver, Seattle, Portland, wea © 
Sen Francisco, San Djefo, as well as continuing to visit 

and work with ourhitarien Fellowships in Laguna, Ventura, 
Monterey Peninsula, San Luis Obispo, etc, To be sure an 
expanding influence brings us into the spotlight for attack 

from persons and groups opposed to the liberal message and 

its implementation. Such assaults will continue and we must 
continue to maintain a united phalenx of resistance. 


"Yt is in this over-all perspective that I report 
tonight. The statistics I bring are not idle boasting. They 
are evidence of strength and unity of a church with great 
obligations in the American community. Our membership is now 
1255. We welcomed 109 new members in the past yeer. Our 
budget reflects our mounting acceptance in the community as 
people see the need for a militant, inquiring, tolerant and 
soctally sensitive church, One year ago our annuel income 
was $38,000. This year your income was $62,000, Our 
indefatigable accountants, Messrs. Trimpler and Muller, tell 
us tonight that our budget for the coming year should be 
$70,000, And so it should, if we are to continue in this 
new period of the thawing Cold War. It is in this realistic 
frame of mind that I join with the Board of Trustees in 
saying that we need increased staff aid on the administrative 
side, I believe the past year has demonstrated that we need 
a full-time administrative assistant for the minister to 
handle the vastly multiplied duties of coordination of our 
program, We have thirty groups and committees, most of them 
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with evening meetings because we are working people. It 
is manifestly clear to me that we need a half-time pro- 
fessional religious. education worker for the church 
school (with no other duties), plus the above mentioned 
administrative assistant. Possibly you will feel that 
such a position should start with a half-time person, 
but I sincerely hope it may be a full-time position soon, 
Then, and only then, can your minister devote himself to 
his pastoral and preaching duties, including radio, with 
time for calling, for counselling, for study and other 
-Girect responsibilities of ministerial leadership.. 


"I wish to especially pay tribute to our church 
staff this year, It held fortnightly staff meetings all 
this year. We have had the good fortune of securing Mrs. 
Mosley (Mrs. MARION MOSLEY, formerly MARION BRODSKY (#*)) 
‘and Mrs, Dawson (GLENDORA DAWSON (##)) in the church office. 
‘They with Mrs, Gardner (LOIS GARDNER (**)) are a devoted 
and capable group of office workers. Our organist, Mr. 
‘Hille (WALDEMAR HILLE (**)) and Choir Director, Mr. Atkins 
(ARTHUR ATKINS (#*)), our custodians, Mr. Kaufman (ALEX 
KAUFMAN), Mr. Bovingdon (Mr. JOHN BOVINGDON’ (¥*)) and Mr. 
Oliver (WILLIAM OLIVER (#*)), have worked’ with unstinted 
generosity. We have had Mr, Murphy (AMOS MURPHY) with us 
for the year and ‘I wish to express my gratitude to him for 
his contributions of a warm and friendly spirit which so 
many of you have felt and appreciated in his special areas 
of service, I.say this with full sincerity at the same 
time that I reluctantly conclude that this particular man 
and this particular job do not go together. Like the rest 
‘of you, all of you, I hope his positive resources will find 
useful and satisfying employment.in other fields of service. 


"Ig we are to be prepsred for expansion of our work 
in this city we must tighten our organization and look for 
more ley volunteer leadership amongst our members, and make 
some new advances in our ‘very practical activities. The 
Church Council, now re-organized and fer more effective, 
proposes a Registration Day for all members next September 
when we will have a sign-up in the patio after morning 


services, This has great possibilities...and I hope you Cf Le 
all give it your complete support. Mr. PaulyBlue, whose i 
color motion pictures of our church life will be shown a 
later tonight, proposed the establishment by the Board 

of a Committee on Audio-Visual Equipment, I hope we 

establish it. We have spent $600 this Spring on new wiring 
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for this auditorium to'make lighting more modern and effec~- 
tive in-all stage presentations. We need new sound equip- 
ment and new portable lighting fixtures in the early future. 
The church was given'a magnificent TV. radio-phonograph. in 
December which will be used to play Mr.. Maury's Walt 
Whitman Libretto next Sunday afternoon, But our audio- 
visual equipment is far behind our needs. 


_ "We need a church press of our own that will 
' publish not only the minister's sermons and addresses from ' 


time to time (which we now do) but pamphlets and books by: 
both ministerial and ley-authors, We need a fer wider out- 


reach of the printed word in the months and years ahead. 

I have proposed to the Trustees: (and they have responded 
favorably) to.a.First Unitarian Church Press, possibly with 
a-new- name of its'owm, to provide capital for such publica- 
tion of basic material in liberel religion, Other Unitarian 
churches have done this and it is time we followed suit. To. 
this end I am, happy to announce a special gift. tonight of 
$21,000 in memory of Robert Brower Williams given by Dr. -and 
‘Mes, Henry A. Rusch, Jr. of New York to start such a revolving 
fund for publication, We need another one -thousand ‘dollars, 
at least, to begin operations this summer, and I hope we may 
have it in gifts or loans in the next few weeks, starting 
tonight. I hope we may get out a new edition of ‘Axioms: 

‘ of Freedom,’ and ‘Unitarienism Today" before Labor Day this— 
year, While speaking of matters financial allow me to thank, 
the several members who have this past year written this 
church into their wills, It is most exciting and wonderful 
evidence ‘of confidence. in the total work of this institution 
and gives us confidence to plan for the future with less guess- 
work, When people in.all income brackets put a -paragraph in 
their wills for this church we can be sure that our religious 
principles are for them far more than airy*generalities., It. 
‘is evidence of real, resolute confidence that we are going in. 
the right direction.

AMERICAN CIVIL LIBERTIES UNION 


The PBI has never conducted an investigation of the 
American Civil Liberties Union. It is noted that the Fifth 
Report of the California Senate Fact-~-Finding Committee on 
Un-American Activities (1949) notes the following: "American 
Civil Liberties Union: Cited as heavily infiltrated with 
Communists and fellow travelers and frequently following the 
Communist Party line and defending Communists, particularly 
in its Los Angeles unit. (California Committee on Un-American 
Activities Report, 1948, pages 108~-12)." 


In connection with the foregoing citation the 
following is noted: In January,.1955, an official of the 
California Senate Fact-Finding Committee on Un-American 
Activities advised that a representative of the American 
Civil Liberties Union contacted the Committee to discuss 
the above citation, At that time this individual advised 
that two members of the American Civil Liberties Union 
in Los Angeles had been expelled because of their pro- 
Communist sympathies. On May 27, 1955, a representative 
of the California Senate Fact-Finding Committee on Un-American 
Activities advised that the status of the American Civil 
Liberties Union, insofar as the Committee's evaluation is 
concerned, has not been changed and that the Committee's 
past characterizations of the American Civil Liberties Union 
remain the same. 


In connection with the above, it is noted that 
the 34th Annual Report of the American Civil Liberties 
Union (for the year 1954) re-affirms the anti-Communist

The March 1, 1954 issue of the "Young Socialist 
Challenge," published as page 3 of "Labor Action," contained 
an article concerning the creation of the YSL which pointed 
out that at-a unity convention occurring February 12-14, 1954, 
at Labor Action Hall, New York City, a merger occurred between 
the Young People's Socialist League (YPSL) and the Socialist 
Youth League (SYL), The new organization was named the YSL, 


An informant, who has furnished reliable information 
in the past, on June 15, 1954, made available the minutes of 
the YSL's National Action Committee meeting of April 13, 1954, 
which reflect that one S, SITEMAN, “Chairman of SP (Socialist 
Party) Youth Committee," had objected to a statement appearing 
in "Commerce," a New York University journal, which indicated 
that the YPSL merged with the SYL to form the YSL, He 
explained that the YPSL did not merge with anyone, that it 
continued to exist as the youth section of the SP, He explained 
that what did happen was a small group of the YPSL was dropped, 
expelled, or suspended from that organization and joined the SYL 
which he characterized as the youth group of the "Trotskyite ISL" 
(Independent Socialist League). He explained that after these 
few former members of the YPSL joined the SYL, the SYL then 
proceeded to change its “name for its own purposes. 


On April 9, 1956, another informant, who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, advised as follows: 


The YSL has frequently worked in close sympathetic 
cooperation with the ISL towards similar objectives, although 
each major issue given mutual consideration is decided upon 
by these organizations individually. The YSL serves as an 
apprenticeship for the ISL, but ISL selection of members from 
YSL ranks is made on an individual and personal basis. In many 
instances YSL members are also members of the ISL, The YSL and 
the ISL utilize the same printing house in New York City and the 
¥SL publication is printed as an insert in the ISL publication 
"Tabor Action." Frequently, lecturers before the YSL are ISL 
members,

"We, the members of the First Unitarian ‘Church of 
Los Angeles, together with people of other faiths in _ 
this area and all over the world, are deeply concerned 
about the atom bomb and nuclear weapons tests, We in 
California, since the dangers of fall-out are in our 
own back yard, are especially concerned about the series 
of atom bomb tests currently being conducted in the ; 
Nevada desert. We are however, equally concerned with 
the dangerous consequences of nuclear tests conducted in 
the Pacific by our own country and Great Britain as well 
as those conducted by the Soviet Union on its own territory. 


"Radiation contamination from all of these atomic and 
nuclear tests accumulates in the body and takes its toll _ 
of lives, young and old, in the present generation as well 
as future generations. Many biologists agree that from a / 
standpoint of genetics there is no ‘safe dose! of radiation, 
and contend that irreparable harm has already been done to 
hereditary materials which constitute the mold in which 
the human race is cast. Dr. SCHWEITZER, whose famous _ 
religious principle 'Reverence for Life! we have adopted. 
in our church, says, It is good to nurture and cherish 
life; itis evil to destroy and to check life.’ 


"We, therefore, insist that the Nevada atom bomb tests 
be immediately stopped, and that you, as our President, 
heed the warning of our scientists and humanitarians as

a first step in the eventual elimination of all en | 
atomic and nuclear weapons, and their testing by 
our country. We cannot wait by tying our weapons 
tests ban to a general mutual disarmament with a 
detailed inspection. program, 


“We want our government to take the lead in heeding 
the world-wide demand for an inmediate cessation of all 
atomic and nuclear weapon tests; and therefore we call 
upon the United States government to announce, now, its 
own decision to stop all such tests." 


There was parenthetically added to this statement 
that the resolution was prepared by the Board of Trustees of 
the 1st UC of Los Angeles upon instruction of the annual 
membership meeting assembled June 7, 1957.

—A letter dated July 1, 1957, signed by STEPHEN H. 
FRITCHMAN and addressed to "Dear Friend” transmitted a "... 
reprint. of an article ‘LOYALTY BY LEGISLATION! by Martin 
Hall, a trustee and the Chairman of the Religious Freedom _ 
Committee of our church, It appeared in the June issue of 
'Prontier!," 


The letter states the California Supreme Court upheld _ 
the constitutionality of the law requiring a church loyalty oath 
to gain exemption from taxes, It stated that an appeal against 
this decision to the United States Supreme Court has been filed, 
and the Southern.California Branch of the American Civil 
Liberties Union (ACLU) has decided to take the responsibility 
for carrying the case of the lst UC of Los Angeles, and the 
corresponding case of the People's Church of San Fernando 
Valley in Van Nuys to the United States Supreme Court. 


The letter pointed out that although part of the 
legal cost will be borne by the ACLU the church has an 
obligation to make a substantial contribution to these legal 
costs. It also indicated it pays $8000.00 per year in taxes 
under protest and hopes to have this money returned under a 
favorable decision. Thus the letter concluded with a pitch 
for money for these purposes,

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The veprint enclosed as above stated was a resume 
of the law requiring a loyalty oath as a condition fon tax 
exemption in California, which applies to churches, charitable 
and educational institutions and the cases taken to court by 
the Ist UC and three other churches. 


It concludes with the statement that this loyalty. 
oath is the “long first step toward bringing the church under 
the control of the state".

The March 1, 1954 issue of the "Young Socialist 
Challenge," published as page 3 of "Labor Action,” contained 
an article concerning’ the creation of the YS which pointed. 
out that at a unity convention occurring February 12-14, 1954, 
at Labor Action Hall, New York City, a merger occurred between 
the Young People's Socialist League (YPSL) and the Socialist 
Youth League (SYL). The new organization was named the YSL, 


An informant, on June 15, 1954, made available 
the minutes of the YSL's National Action Committee meeting of 
April 13, 1954, which reflect that one S$. SITEMAN, "Chairman 
of SP (Socialist Party) Youth Committee," had objected to a. 
statement appearing in "Commerce," a New York University Journal, 
which indicated that the YPSL merged with the SYL to form the YSL, 
He explained that the YPSL did not merge with anyone, that it 
continued to exist as the youth section of the SP, He explained 
that what did happen was a small group of the YPSL was dropped, 
expelled, or suspended from that organization and joined the .SYL 
which he characterized as the youth group of the "Trotskyite ISL" 
(Independent Socialist League). He explained that after these 
few former members of the YPSL joined the SYL, the SYL then pro~ 
ceeded to change its name for its own purposes.

FRITCHMAN then stated what he thought "a newspaper 
truly responsible to our people should have listed among the 
ten great stories, and this is a mere sampling, I assure you.

He refers to many news stories as expensively-marketed 
myths which fewer people believe today'than a year ago. He 
then purports to analyze the Associated Press stories, outlining 
purported failings in reporting and stating that the choice of 
these stories reflects the monopoly capitalism and an 
irresponsible press.(U) 


-PRITCHMAN said one of the stories not mentioned. by 
the Associated Press was the continued growth of Soviet society.

"The U.F.S.J. has endorsed legislation which would 
alleviate some of the currentmalpractices in the fields: A ¢ 
minimum wage for farm workers; prohibition of child labor on 
the farms; and certification of crew leaders in order to make 


them responsible for enforcing existing laws.

At that time this individual advised thatx 
two members of the American Civil Liberties Union in ‘Los e 
Angeles had been expelled because of their pro-Commmist — ; 
sympathies. On May 27, 1955, a representative of the California 
Senate Fact-Finding Committee on Un-American Activities advised 
that the status of the American Civil Liberties Union, insofar 
as the Committee's evaluation is concerned, has not been | 
changed and that the Committee's past characterizations ‘of 
the American Civil Liberties Union ‘remain the same. 


In connection with the above, it is noted that the 
34th Annual Report of the American Civil Liberties Union. (for

A source advised on April 17, 1961 that the FPCC 
was formed in New York City in the Spring of 1960 under the 
sponsorship of well-known Pro-Communists and "liberals" for 
the announced purpose of defending the "truth" about Cuba 
from distortion by Cuba's enemies. A "Greater Los Angeles 
Chapter" of the FPCC was formed in Los Angeles in December, 
1960 under the stimulus of the Los Angeles Local-Socialist 
Workers Party (LAL-SWP). The Los Angeles Chapter is under 
complete control and domination of the LAL-SWP.

The "Guide to Subversive Organizations", revised, 
Decenber 1, 1961, pp. 43-44, describes this committee as 
ollows: | 


"The Citizens Committee to Preserve American 
Freedoms * * * specializes in propaganda aimed at abolishing 
the Committee on Un-American Activities and discrediting | 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation. Created in Los Angeles 
in 1952, the front organization is run by FRANK WILKINSON, 
an identified Communist who recently resumed the full-time, 
paid post of executive secretary after approximately a 
year's leave of absence to assist in a similar campaign 
by another front in New York City, the Emergency Civil 
Liberties Committee. 


"When the Committee on Un-American Activities held 
hearings in Los Angeles, September 2-5, 1958, to inquire 
into the nature of the Party's recent reorganization in 
California, the Citizens Committee to Preserve American 
Freedoms sponsored a series of public meetings to protest 
the hearings and the very existence of the Committee. 
Communists subpoenaed as witnesses were guests of honor. 


"At this time, leaders of the party's Southern 
California District, were mobilizing Communists in the area 
for participation in an intensified campaign to abolish 
this committee of Congress. How the Citizens Committee to 
Preserve American Freedoms served the party in this effort 
was revealed by (Communist Party) District Chairman DOROTHY 
HEALEY in a report to the party's Southern California 
District Council on Septembér 21, 1958. Mrs. HEALEY . 
declared that the party preferred public protest meetings 
to be held by the Citizens Committee to Preserve American 
Freedoms rather than under party auspices because Communists 
could attend without danger of being exposed as members of the 
party. She also noted that Communists scheduled as congressional 
committee witnesses could not appear beforehand at openly 
Communist rallies without creating the impression that the: party 
was conspiring with witnesses to withhold information from 
the committee."

Speakers and 
Lecturers at the church frequently espouse Commuiist causes 
ov follow the Communist Party line.

"A source advised on 6/20/63 that the Fair Play 
for Cuba Committee (FPCC) was formed in New York City in 
Spring, 1960, under the sponsorship of certain well-known 
pro-Communists and 'liberals' for the announced purpose of 
defending the 'truth' about Cuba from distortion by Cuba's 
enemies. A Greater Los Angeles Chapter of the FPCC was 
formed in Los Angeles, California, in December, 1960, under 
the stimulus of the Los Angeles Local of the Socialist 
Workers Party (LAL-SWP). The LAL-SWP was able to dominate 
and control the activities of the Los Angeles chapter without 
difficulty until by 1962 the Southern California District 
Communist Party (SCDCP) had succeeded in gaining a foothold 
in its executive committee. At the present time both the 
LAL-SWP and the SCDCP share control of the Los Angeles chapter 
with the latter being the more dominant of the two. 


A second source advised on 6/19/63 that since early 
1962 the LAL-~SWP has shown diminishing interest in the Los 
Angeles chapter of the PPCC, recognizing that it has lost 
what popular appeal it formerly had, but has neversheless 
managed to retain control of certain key positions in it, not 
wanting to have created an organization only to turn it over 
to the 'Stalinists' and in view of the possibility a new 
invasion of Cuba could revive its value to the LAL-SWP.

Prior to 
March 4, 1956, the Los Angeles Jewish Cultural and Fraternal 
Clubs were identified as the Los Angeles Jewish Cultural Clubs, 
this group being formerly known as Lodges of the Jewish People's 
Fraternal Order. The Los Angeles Jewish Cultural and 
Fraternal Clubs are currently active in the Los Angeles area. 


The Fraternal Medical Plan of the California 
Fraternal Service Association was formed about January, 1954, 
for the purpose of continuing the activity of the Jewish 
People's Fraternal Order Medical Plan. Since that date the 
functioning of the Fraternal Order Medical Plan of the 
California Fraternal Service Association has been integrated into 
the operation of the Los Angeles Jewish Cultural and Fraternal 
Clubs, inasmuch as the service provided by the Fraternal Medical 
Plan of the California Fraternal Service Association is made 
available most exclusively to members of the Los Angeles Jewish 
Cultural and Fraternal Clubs; further, effort is made to have 
members of the Los Angeles Jewish Cultural and Fraternal 
Clubs also become members of the Fraternal Medical Plan of the 
California Fraternal Service Association.

The Fraternal Medical Plan of the California 
Fraternal Service Association was formed about January, 
1954, for the purpose of continuing the activity of the 
Jewish People's Fraternal Order Medical Plan. Since that 
date the functioning of the Fraternal Order Medical Plan of 
the California Fraternal Service Association has been integrated 
into the operation of the Los Angeles Jewish Cultural and

the hearings and the very existence of the Committee. 
Communists subpoenaed as witnesses were guests of honor. 


"at this time, leaders of the party's Southern 
California District, were mobilizing Communists in the area 
for participation in an intensified campaign to abolish 
this committee of Congress. How the Citizens Committee to 
Preserve American Freedoms served the party in this effort 
was revealed by (Communist Party) District Chairman DOROTHY 
HEALEY in a report to the party's Southern California 
District Council on September 21, 1958.

Communist front group 
Literature is distributed at the church. The church is used 
py some Communist Party members for "mass concentration" 
work. 


This same infiltration extends to adjuncts of 
the church such as the Unitarian Public Forum and the 
Unitarian Fellowship for Social Justice.

CONSTITUTIONAL LIBERTIES INFORMATION CENTER (CLIC) 


A source advised on April 25, 1962, that 
Constitutional Liberties Information Center (CLIC) was 
formed in July, 1961, in Los Angeles, California, as a 
Communist Party (CP) defense committee to combat the 
U. S. Supreme Court decisions of June 5, 1961, upholding 
the Internal Security Act of 1950 and the membershio 
provisions of the Smith Act. Formation of a committee was 
announced at a CP meeting of the District Committee, 
Southern California District CP (SCDCP) on July 8, 1961, 
by DOROTHY HEALEY, Chairman, SCDCP. Officers of CLIC 
include REUBEN W, BOROUGH, Chairman, and HUGH DE LACY, Vice 
Chairman. 


Another source advised on August 8, 1961, that 
REUBEN W. BOROUGH and HUGH DE LACY were then current members 
of the Professional-Cultural Section, SCDCP. 


A third source advised on March 23, 1964, that CLIC 
is a non-membership organization which continues to function 
as an information distributing center opposing the application 
of the 1950 Internal Security (MéeCarran) Act. It issues a 
newsletter on an irregular basis. It is under the complete 
control of the SCDCP. 
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APPENDIX 
DISCUSSION UNLIMITED \.... 


Records of the Division of Corporations, California 
State Department of Investments, Los Angeles, California, 
indicate that Discussion Unlimited filed its Articles of 
Incorporation as a nonprofit corporation, with the Secretary 
of State, Sacramento, California, on or about June 4, 1963, 
noting its principal site of office as Los Angeles County, 
California. The aims and purposes of the organization, as 
listed in the Articles of Incorporation, are "... to promote 
full and open discussion on our society and problems." 


A source advised on May 8, 1963, that Discussion 
Unlimited actually was originated in Los Angeles, California, 
in May, 1962, and was composed largely of a number of present 
and former Communist Party members who assist in staging 
panel forums and in promoting such events. Original 
coordinator of the group was BERNARD LUSHER, who in 1961, 
was educational director of the Southern California District 
Communist Party. 


This source was recontacted on May 15, 1964, and 
indicated that the basic concept of Discussion Unlimited has 
not changed. It continues to present "left ideas" to at 
least partially non-committed audiences. It proposes to 
develop special activities around various issues on an 
irregular basis. It is not a membership organization, and 
does not hold regular meetings as such, but rather is strictly 
a forum type organization. 
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APPENDIX 
FATR PLAY FOR CUBA COMMITTEE 


The April 6, 1960, edition of "The New York 
Times" newspaper contained a full-page advertisement 
captioned "What Is Really Happening In Cuba", placed by 
the Fair Play for Cuba Committee (FPCC). This advertise- 
ment announced the formation of the FPCC in New York City 
and declared the FPCC intended to promulgate "the truth 
about revolutionary Cuba" to neutralize the distorted 
American press. 


"The New York Times" edition of January 11, 
1961, reported that at a hearing conducted before the 
United States Senate Internal Security Subcommittee on 
January 10, 1961, Dr. CHARLES A. SANTOS-BUCH identified 
himself and ROBERT RABER as organizers of the FPCC. He 
also testified he and RABER obtained funds from the Cuban 
Government which were applied toward the cost of the afore- 
mentioned advertisement. 


On May 16, 1963, a source advised that during 
the first two years of the FPCC's existence there was a 
struggle between Communist Party (CP) and Socialist Workers 
Party (SWP) elements to exert their power within the FPCC 
and thereby influence FPCC policy. This source added that 
during the past year there had been a successful effort by 
FPCC leadership to minimize the role of these and other 
organizations in the FPCC so that their influence as of 
May, 1963, was negligible. 


The SWP has been designated pursuant 
to Executive Order 10450. 


On May 20, 1963, a second source advised that 
VINCENT "TED" LEE, FPCC National Office Director, was then 
formulating FPCC policy and had indicated that he had no 
intention of permitting FPCC policy to be determined by 
any other organization. This source stated that LEE 
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FAIR PLAY FOR CUBA COMMITTEE 


believed that the FPCC should advocate resumption of 
diplomatic relations between Cuba and the United States 
and should support the right of Cubans to manage their 
revolution without interference from other nations. LEE 
did not advocate supporting the Cuban revolution per se. 


The November 23, 1963, edition of "The New York 
Times" reported that Senator THOMAS J. DODD of Connecticut 
had called FPCC "the chief public relations instrument of 
the CASTRO network in the United States." It is to be noted 
that Senator DODD was a member of the Senate Internal Security 
Subcommittee which twice conducted hearings on the FPCC. 


The December 27, 1963, edition of "The New York 
World Telegram and Sun" newspaper stated that the pro- 
CASTRO FPCC was seeking to go out of business and that 
its prime activity during its lifetime had been sponsore 
ship of pro-CASTRO street rallies and mass picket lines, 
and the direction of an active propaganda mill highlighting 
illegal travel-to-Cuba campaigns. Its comparatively brief 
span of life was attributed to mounting anti-CASTRO American 
public opinion, the 1962 Congressional hearings which dis~ 
closed FPCC financing by CASTRO's United Nations Delegation, 
and ultimately, the bad publicity which the FPCC received 
from presidential assassin, LEE H, OSWALD. 


On February 6, 1964, the previously mentioned 
second source advised that V, T. LEE had recently remarked 
that the FPCC was dead and that there were no plans to 
organize another similar organization. ~ 


On April 13, 1964, a third source advised that 
there had not been any PFCC activity in many months and 
that the FPCC had been dissolved.

'The Committee on Un-American Activities 
found that in early publications the local affiliates 
frankly identified themselves as chapters of the American 
Committee for Protection of Foreign Born; their representation 
of themselves as independent groups came only after enactment 
of the Internal Security Act which would have required them, 
as affiliates, to register as Communist-front organizations.! 


"Control of the local organizations * * * was made 
possible primarily by virtue of the fact that the leaders 
of the local groups were Communist Party members and therefore 
subject to the discipline of the Party. * * * The local 
affiliates * * * were actually little more.than administrative 
staffs, whose purpose it was to implement the program of 
the Communist Party in their respective areas.

Funds 
raised through the rally are usually used by the SCDCP to 
offset current deficits. In 1958, the May Day Celebration 
was openly sponsored by the SCDCP.

hunt for the most peaceful transition to socialism. The 
delegates to this meeting were cautioned against the germ of 
anti-soviet and anti-CP ideologies. These delegates were also 
told that it would be reasonable to assume that the young 
socialists attracted into this new organization would eventually 
pass into the CP itself. 


A second conference of over 20 persons met in 
Chicago on December 28-29, 1963, for the purpose of initiating 
a "cali" to the new youth organization and planning for a 
founding convention to be held in June, 1964, 


& second source has advised that the founding con- 
vention for the new youth organization was held from June 19-21, 
1964, at 150 Golden Gate Avenue, San Francisco, California, 
at which time the name W.E.B. DU BOIS CLUBS OF AMERICA was 
adopted. Approximately 500 delegates from throughout the 
United States attended this convention. The aims of this 
organization, as set forth in the preaitble to the constitution, 
are, "It is our belief that this nation’: can best solve its

We further fully 
recognize that the greatest threat to American democracy comes 
from the racist and right wing forces in coalition with the 
most reactionary sections of the economic power structure, 
using the tool of anti-communism to divide and destroy the 
unified struggle of the working people. As young people in 
the forces struggling for democracy, we shall actively strive 
to defeat these reactionary and neo-fascist elements and to 
achieve complete freedom and democracy for all Americans, thus

enabling each individual to freely choose and build the society 
he would wish to live in. Through these struggles we feel the 
American pecple will realize the viability of the socialist 
alternatives." 


The constitution further states that this new 
organization shall be a membership organization open to 
individuals or if five or more people so desire a chapter 
can be formed which shall in turn be guided by the policies x 
and principies of the parent organization.

This same infiltration extends to adjuncts of 
the church such as the Unitarian Public Forum and the Fellow- 
ship for Social Justice, formerly known as the Unitarian- 
Universalist Fellowship for Social Justice. 


STEPHEN H, FRITCHMAN has been minister of the 
church since 1948, 


Reverend STEPHEN H,. FRITCHMAN is described in 
the Fourth Report, Un-American Activities Committee in 
California, 1948, page 115, as a very active "Communist 
fronter" and connected with numerous "Communist front 
organizations and activities." 


Membership in the First Unitarian Church does nots 
of itself, connote membership in or sympathy with the Communist 
Party.

COMMUNIST INFILTRATION OF THE 
WOMEN STRIKE FOR PEACE, 
Also Known As 
Women's International Strike for Peace 


A source advised on May 17, 1966, that the Women 
Strike for Peace (WSP) in the Southern California area began 
its operations in the late fall of 1961, as an affiliate 
of the national organization formed in Washington, D.c. It 
is a peace oriented women's organization which is opposed 
to the present American foreign policy in Vietnam and the 
Dominican Republic. It has also sought legislation which would 
bring about the abolition of the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities (HCUA). In recent months the organization has 
sponsored demonstrations protesting the United States involve- 
ment in Vietnam and calling for the complete withdrawal of 
all United States troops from Vietnam. In the spring of 1966, 
it was instrumental in originating and putting into effect 
a campaign advocating support for “peace candidates" in the 
upcoming 1966 Congressional elections. 


The same source stated that WSP is a non-membership 
organization and has no officers. The organization is open 
to women of all political opinions who are interested in world 
peace. It makes no effort to exclude from its activities 
members of, or persons sympathetic to, the Communist Party and 
related groups. 


The guiding force behind the Southern California 
WSP groups is MARY CLARKE. A second source advised in July, 
1955, that CLARKE was dropped from the Western Division, Los 
Angeles County Communist Party (LACCP) in the Spring of 1955, 
for personal reasons and not because of any political differences 
with the LACCP. 


The first source advised that Southern California 
WSP maintains its office at 2303 Clyde Street, Los Angeles. 
It receives mail through Post Office Box 19737, Los Angeles 
1S, California. ; 
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‘ COMMUNIST PARTY, USA, 


MARXIST-LENINIST (CPUSA, M-L) 


On August 24, 1965, a source advised that the West 
Coast Provisional Organizing Committee for a Marxist-Leninist 
Communist Party (WCPOC) was formed in Los Angeles, California, 
on August 23, 1965, under the leadership of MIKE LASKY, 
Although similar in name, the newly organized WCPOC had no 
connection whatsoever with the Provisional Organizing Committee 
for a Marxist-Léninist Communist Party (POC) or the latter's 
West Coast POG, 


On September 7, 1965, the above source advised that 
a National Conference of the newly formed WCPOC was held over 
the September 4~5, 1965, weekend in Los Angeles. At that 
meeting, the name WCPOC was dropped, and the CPUSA, M-L was 
formed under LASKY's leadership. The CPUSA, M-L has the 
following aims and purposes: 


1. To conduct guerrilla warfare training, 
including the use of firearms; 


2. To organize CPUSA, M-L cells in the South 
to exploit all "racial situations" that 
might arise there, to agitate the population, 
and create situations which would require the 
use of Federal Troops so that Americans would 
be fighting Americans; 


3. To establish and maintain an accelerated 
recruiting program to include acceptance 
of anyone who is an anti-imperialist. 


On May 12, 1966, the above source advised that the 
CPUSA, M-L continued to exist. 
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DISCUSSION UNLIMITED, INC. 


Records of the Division of Corporations, California 
State Department of Investments, Los Angeles, California, 
indicate that Discussion Unlimited filed its Articles of 
Incorporation as a nonprofit corporation, with the Secretary 
of State, Sacramento; California, on or about June 4, 1963, 
noting its principal site of office as Los Angeles County; 
California. The aims and purposes of the organization, as 
listed in the Articles of Incorporation, are "...to promote 
full and open discussion on our’ society and problems’. 


A source advised on May 8, 1963, that Discussion 
Unlimited, Ine. actually was originated in Los Angeles, 
California, in May, 1962, and was composed largely of a number 
of present and former Communist Party members who assist in 
staging panel forums and in promoting such events. Original 
coordinator of the group was BERNARD LUSHER, who in 1961, 
was educational director of the Southern California District 
Communist Party. 


This source was recontacted on April 9, 1965, and 
indicated that the basic concept of Discussion Unlimited, Inc. 
has not changed, It continues to present “left ideas" to at 
least partially non-committed audiences. It proposes to 
develop special activities around various issues on an irregular 
basis. It is not a membership organization, and does not hold 
regular meetings as such, but vather is strictly a forum-type 
organization, 


On May 10, 1966, another source reported that 
Discussion Unlimited, Inc. continues to operate as a forum- 
type organization, 
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The April 6, 1960, edition of "The New York 
Times" newspaper contained a full-page advertisement 
capticned "What Is Really Happening In Cuba", placed by 
the Fair Play for Cuba Committee (FPCC). This advertise- 
ment announced the formation of the FPCC in New York City 
end declared the FPCC intended to promulgate "the truth 
about revolutionary Cuba" to neutralize the distorted 
American press. 


"The New York Times" edition of January 11, 
1961; reported that at a hearing conducted before the 
United States Senate Internal Security Subcommittee on 
January 10, 1961, Dr, CHARLES A. SANTOS-BUCH identified 
himself and ROBERT RABER as organizers of the FPCC, He 
also testified he and RABER obtained funds from the Cuban 
Government which were applied toward the cost of the afore- 
mentioned advertisement. 


On May 16, 1963, a source advised that during 
the first two years of the FPCC's existence there was a 
struggle between Communist Party (CP) and Socialist Workers 
Party (SWP) elements to exert their power within the FPCC 
and thereby influence FPCC policy. This source added that 
during the past yeer there had been a successful effort by 
FPCC leadership to minimize the role of these and other 
organizations in the FPCC so that their influence as of 
May, 1963, was negligible. 


The SWP has been oce eee pursuant 
to Executive Order 10450, 


On May 20, 1963, a second source advised that 
VINCENT "TED" LEE, FPCC National Office Director, was then 
formulating FPCC policy and had indicated that he had no 
intention of permitting FPCC policy to be determined by 
any other organization. This source stated that LEE 
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PAR PLAY FOR CUBA COMMUDTEE 


believed that the FPCC should advocate resumption of 
diplomatic relations between Cuba and the United States 
and should support the right of Cubans to manage their 
revolution without interference from other nations. LEE 
did not advocate supporting the Cuban revolution per se. 


The November 23, 1963, edition of "™he New York 
Times" reported that Senator THOMAS J, DODD of Connecticut 
had called FPCC "the chief public relations instrument of 
the CASTRO network in the United States. Tt is to be noted 
that Senator DODD was a member of the Senate Internal Security 
Subcommittee which twice conducted hearings on the FPCC. 


The December 27, 1963, edition of "The New York 
World Telegram and Sun" newspe aper stated that the pro- 
CASTRO FPCC was seeking to go out of business and that 
its prime 3etivity during its lifetime had been sponsor- 
ship of pro-CASTRO street rallies and mass picket lines, 
and the direction of an active propaganda mill highlighting 
illegal travel-to-Cuba campaigns. Its comparatively brief 
span of life was attributed to mounting anti-CASTRO American 
puvlie opinion, the 1962 Congressional hearings which dis-~- 
closed FPCC financing by CASTRO's United Nations Delegation, 
and ultimately, the bad publicity which the FPCC received 
from presidential assassin, LEH H. OSWALD, 


On February 6, 1964, the previously mentioned 
second source advised that V. T. LEE had recently remarked 
that the FPCC was dead and that there were no plans to 
organize another similar organization. 


On April 13, 1964, a third source advised that 
there had not been any FPCC activity in many months and 
that the FPCC had been dissolved. 
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LOS ANGELES LOCAL - SOGIALIST WORKERS PARTY (LAL-SWP) 


On May 12, 1966, a confidential source advised 
that the LAL-SWP has been in existence since the 1930's and 
continues to exist. The source further advised that the 
LAL-SWP is a local branch of the National SWP with aims 
and purposes identical to those of the National SWP. 


The SWP has been designated by the 
Attorney General of the United States 
pursuant to Executive Order 10450. 
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"NATIONAL GUARDIAN" 


The "Guide to Subversive Organizations", revised 
December 1; 1961, p. 193, describes the "National Guardian" 
as follows: 


"Established by the American Labor Party in 1947 
as a ‘progressive! weekly. * * * Although it denies having 
any affiliation with the Communist Party, it has manifested 


itself from the beginning as a virtual official propaganda 
arm of Soviet Russia." 


The Special Committee on Un-American Activities, 
House Report 1311, on the CIO Political Action Committee, 
March 29, 1944, page 78, deseribes the American Labor Party 
as follows: 


"Ror years, the Communists have put forth the 
greatest efforts to capture the entire American Labor Party 
throughout New York State. They succeeded in capturing the 
Manhattan and Brooklyn Sections of the American Labor Party 
ea aa of New York City, they have been unable to win 
control. 
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THE NEW LEFT SCHOOL OF LOS ANGELES 


In October, 1965, a source advised "The New Left 
School of Los Angeles” originated in the Education Commission 
of the Southern California District, Communist Party. DAN 
BESSIE originated the idea and more,or less organized the 
school. As of October, 1965, approximately 100 persons were 
enrolled in the school. Source further advised that as of 
October, 1965, JOHN HAAG appeared to be one of those involved 
in the inner organizational work of the school. 


Source further advised as of July, 1965, DAN 
BESSIE was a member of the Education Commission, Southern 
California District, Communist Party. : 


A second source advised in September, 1965, JOHN 
RICHARD HAAG was present as chairman of a meeting of the Los 
Angeles Area Council, Du Bois Clubs of America, at 1733 West 
Temple Street, Los Angeles. At this meeting he stated he was 
not a member of the Communist Party (CP) because if he joined, 
his wife, ANNA, who is not a citizen, could be deported. He 
also stated if he became a member, he would lose effectiveness 
in the community because many people look up to him as an 
independent radical. He stated he would join the CP if it 
were legal, and not under pressure by the Government. 


In May, 1965, a third source advised that EDMOND 
KOVACS, commonly known as Theodore Edwards, had been voted 
approval by the Los Angeles Local - Socialist Workers Party 
(LAL-SWP) to associate himself with "The New Left School of 
Los Angeles" as a representative of the Socialist Workers 
Party. 


This source further advised in September, 1965, that 
EDMOND ANTHONY KOVACS, commonly known as Theodore Edwards, was 
the organizer of the Los Angeles Local - Socialist Workers 
any LAL-SWP), and alternate member of the National Committee, 
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A fourth source advised on May 12, 1966, that the 
LAL-SWP has been in existence since the 1930's and continues 
to exist. The source further advised that the LAL-SWP is a 
local branch of the National SWP with aims and purposes 
identical to those of the National SWP. 


The SWP has been désignated by the 
Attorney General of the United States 
pursuant to Executive Order 10450. 


On May 2, 1966, a fifth source reported that The 
New Left School continues to operate at 1853 South Arlington 
Avenue, Los Angeles, California, and that DAN BESSIE continues 
to be one of the driving forces in the operation of the school.. 
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PROGRESSIVE LABOR PARTY 


A source advised on April 20, 1965, that the 
Progressive Labor Party (PLP) formerly known as the 
Progressive Labor Movement (PIM), held its first national 
convention April 15-18, 1965, at New York City, to organize 
the PLM into the PLP. The PLP will have as its ultimate 
objective the establishment of a militant working class 
movement based on Marxism-Leninism. 


The "New York Times", April 20, 1965, Page 27, 
reported that a new party of "revolutionary socialism" was 
formally founded on April 18, 1965, under the name of the 
PLP. The PLP was described as an outgrowth of the PLM. 

Its officers were identified as Milton Rosen of New York, 
President, and William Epton of New York and Mort Scheer of 
San Francisco, Vice Presidents. A 20-member National 
Committee was elected to direct the Party until the next 
convention. 


According to the article, "The Progressive Labor 
Movement was founded in 1962 by Mr. Rosen and Mr. Scheer 
after they were expelled from the Communist Party of the 
United States for assertedly following the Chinese Communist 
line. 


The PLP publishes "Progressive Labor", a bimonthly 
magazine; "Challenge", a biweekly New York City newspaper; 
and "Spark", a west coast newspaper. 


The June 1, 1965, issue of "Challenge", page 6, 
states that, "this paper is dedicated to fight for a new 
way of life where the working men and women own and control 
their homes, factories, the police, courts, and the entire 
government on every level." 


The source advised that the PLP utilizes the 
address of General Post Office Box 808, Brooklyn, New York, 
but also utilizes an office in Room 622, 132 Nassau Street, 
New York City, where the PLP publications are prepared. 
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SOCIETY FOR CULTURAL RELATIONS 
USA - USSR OF SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA, aka., 
American Russian Institute of Southern California, 
. American Russian Institute for Cultural Exchange with the U.S.S.R. 


A source advised on May 13, 1966, that the Society 
for Cultural Relations, USA - USSR of Southern California 
(SCR) is the new name for the organization formerly known as 
the American Russian Institute of Southern California (ARI). 
This change in the name of the organization is contained in 
a letter, dated November 20, 1962, addressed to "Dear Friends" 
on a letterhead of the SOR. 


The ARI has been designated by the Attorney 


General of the United States pursuant to 
Executive Order 10450. 
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SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA COUNCIL TO 
ABOLISH THE UN-AMERICAN ACTIVITIES 
COMMITTEE, aka., Committee to Defend 

the Constitutional Liberties 


An informant advised on May 22, 1956, that 
the above Council was organized by members of the Communist 
Party in Los Angeles for the purpose of protesting the 
hearings held by the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities in Los Angeles in the latter part of September 
and early October, 1952. 


In April, 1953, at a Division committee meeting 
of the Los Angeles County Communist Party, it was decided 
that the functions of the Southern California Council to 
Abolish the Un-American Activities Committee would be taken 
over by the Citizens Committee to Preserve American 
Freedoms because the latter committee was set up on a much 
broader basis. 
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TRADE UNIONISTS FOR PRACE (LOS ANGELES) (TUFP) 


A source advised on June 17, 1966, that SOPHIE 
SILVER was one of a group who had decided to organize a 
West Coast Regional Trade Unionists for Peace organization 
in Los Angeles, in order to plan and hold large mass meetings 
of union members, opposing the United States involvement 
in Vietnam. 


A second source advised on April 20, 1966, that 
SOPHIE SILVER, in April, 1966, was a Communist Party (CP) 
member, and a member of the Trade Union Commission of the 
Southern California District CP. 


A third source advised on August.16, 1966, that the 
TUFP used as their headquarters in August, 1966, the residence 
acdress of SOPHIE SILVER, 4947 Maplewood Avenue, Apartment 6, 
Los Angeles, and Post Office Box 74851, Los Angeles, 90004, 


The third source also advised on August 16, 1966, 
that the TUFP is not a membership type organization, but as of 
August, 1966, was run by a steering committee composed of one 
member from each union participating in the TUFP, 
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APPENDIX 
W.E.B. DU BOTS CLUBS OF AMERICA (DCA) 


A source has advised that on October 26-27, 1963; 
a conference of members of the Communist Party (CP), 
including national functionaries, met in Chicago, Illinois; 
for the purpose of setting in motion forces for the establish- 
ment of a new national Marxist-oriented youth organization 
which would hunt for the most peaceful transition to socialism. 
The delegates were told that it would be reasonable to assume 
that the young socialists attracted into this new organization 
would eventually pass into the CP itself. 


A second source has advised that the founding 
convention for the new youth organization was held from 
June 19-21, 1964, at 150 Golden Gate Avenue, San Francisco, 
California, at which time the name W.E.B. Du Bois Clubs of 
America (DCA) was adopted. Approximately 500 delegates 
from throughout the United States attended this convention. 
The aims of this organization, as set forth in the preamble 


can best solve its problems in an atmosphere of peaceful 
coexistence, complete disarmament and true freedom for all 
peoples of the world, and that these solutions will be reached 
mainly through the united efforts of all democratic elements 
in our country, composed essentially of the working people 
allied in the unity of Negroes and other minorities with 
whites. We further fully recognize that the greatest threat 
to American democracy comes from the racist and right wing 
forces in coalition with the most reactionary sections of 

the economic power structure, using the tool of anti-Communism 
to divide and destroy the unified struggle for the working 
people.’ 


Over the Labor Day weekend, 1965; the DCA held a 
conference in Chicago, Illinois, and a new slate of officers 
was elected to the National Executive Committee (NEC) of the 
DCA. Since Labor Day, 1965, identities of those serving on 
the NEC has varied; however, according to a third source as 
of May, 1966, thirteen of the fifteen members of the NEC were 
members of the CP in the San Francisco Bay area. 


As of July, 1966, the headquarters of the DCA was: 
located at 180 North Wacker Drive, Chicago, Illinois. 
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WOMEN FOR LEGISLATIVE ACTION 


A source advised on May 1, 1963, that the Women 
for Legislative Action was formed in 1952, claiming to be 
an independent organization dedicated to non-partisan parti- 
cipation in legislative and civic activities. Its position 
in favoring or opposing legislation usually parallels the — 
position of the Communist Party and related groups. It also 
supports legislation to abolish the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities. Membership in the Women for Legislative 
Action does not, of itself, connote membership in or sympathy 
with. the Communist Party. 


Another source advised on May 16, 1966, that the 
Women for Legislative Action continues to be active in the 
Los Angeles area.

Government which were applied toward the cost of the afore~ 
mentioned advertisement. 


On May 16, 1963, a source advised that during 
the first two years of the FPCC's existence there was a 
Struggle between Communist Party (CP) and Socialist Workers 
Party (SWP) elements to exert their power within the FPCC 
and thereby influence FPCC policy. This source added that

The April 6, 1960, edition of "The New York 
Times" newspaper contained a full-page advertisement 
captioned “What Is Really Happening In Cuba", placed by 
7 the Fair Play for Cuba Committee (FPCC). ‘This advertise- 
wo ment announced the formation of the FPCC in New York City 
and declared the FPCC intended to promulgate "the truth 
about revolutionary Cuba" to neutralize the distorted 
American press. 


'mhe New York Times" edition of January ll, 
1961, reported that at a hearing conducted before the 
United States Senate Internal Security Subcommittee on 
January 10, 1961, Dr. CHARLES A, SANTOS-ZUCH identified 
himself and ROBERT RABER as organizers of the FPCC. He 
also testified he and RABER obtained funds from the Cuban 
Government which were applied toward the cost of the afore- 
mentioned advertisement. ~ 


On May 16, 1963, a source advised that during 
the first two years of the FPCC's existence there was a 
struggle between Communist Party (cP} and Socialist Workers 
Party (SWP} elements to exert their power within the FPCC 
and thereby influence FPCC policy. This source added that 
during the past year there had been a successful effort by 
FPCC leadership to minimize the role of these and other 
organizations in the FPCC so that their influence as of 
May, 1963, was negligible. 


The SWP has been designated pursuant 
to Executive Order 10450. 


- On May 20, 1963, a second source advised that. 
VINCENT "TED" LEE, FPCC National Office Director, was then 
formulating FPCC policy and had indicated that he had no 
intention of permitting FPCC policy to be determined by 
any other organization. This source stated that LEE 
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believed that the FPCC should advocate resumption of 
diplomatic relations between Cuba and the United States 
and should support the right of Cubans to manage their 
revolution without interference from other nations, LEE 
did not advocate supporting the Cuban revolution: per Se. 


The November 23, 1963, edition of "The New York 
Times" reported that Senator THOMAS J. DODD of Connecticut 
had called FPCC "the chief public relations instrument of 
the CASTRO network in the United States." It is to be noted 
that Senator DODD was a member of the Senate Internal Security 
Subcommittee which twice conducted hearings on the FPCC.. 


The December 27, 1963, edition of "The New York 
World Telegram and Sun" newspaper stated that the pro- 
CASTRO FPCC was seeking to go out of business and that 
its prims activity during its lifetime had been sponsor- 
ship of pro-CASTRO street rallies and mass picket lines, 


and the direction of an active propaganda mill highlighting 


illegal travel-to-Cuba campaigns. Its comparatively brief 
span of life was attributed to mounting anti-CASTRO American 
public opinion, the 1962 Congressional hearings which dis- 
closed FECC financing by CASTRO's United Nations Delegation, 
and ultimately, the bad publicity which the FPCC received 
from presidential assassin, LEE H, OSWALD. 


On February 6, 1964, the previously mentioned 
second source advised that V, T, LEE had recently remarked 
that the FPCC was dead and that there were no plans to 
organize another similar organization. 


On April 13, 1964, a third source advised that 
there had not been any FPCC activity in many months and

Also Known As . 
Black Panther Farty for Self Defense 


According to its official newspaper, the Black Panther 
Party (BPP) was startéd during December 1966, in Oakland, Calif- 
ornia, to organize black people so they can take control of the 
' life, politics, and the destiny of the black community. It was 
organized by BOBBY GEORGE SEALE, BPP Chairman, and HUEY P, NEWTON, 
‘BPP Minister of Defense. NEWTON is presently Serving a sentence 
of 2-to 15 years on a conviction of manslaughter in connection 
with the killing of an Oakland police officer. 


The official newspaper, "The Black Panther", which 
further describes itself as the "Black Community News Service", 
states that the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla 
tactics in its revolutionary program to end oppression of the black 
people. Residents of the black community are urged to arm themselves 
“against the police who are consistently referred to in the publi- 
cation as "pigs" who should be killed. 


"The Black Panther" issue of September 7, 1968, contains . 
an editorial by BPP Minister of EGNGRES ON: GEORGE MASON MURRAY, wees 
ends with the following: 


"Black men. Black people, colored persons of America, - 
revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only culture worth keeping 
is a revolutionary culture. Change, Freedom everywhere. Dynamite! 
Black Power, Use the gun. Kill the pigs everywhere.!

BLACK PANTHER PARTY | 
Also Known As 
Black Panther Party for Self Defense 


According to its official newspaper, the Black Panther 
Party (BPP) was started during December, -1966, in Oakland, Calif- 
ornia, to organize black people so they can take control of the 
life, politics, and the destiny of the black community. It was 
organized by BOBBY GEORGE SEALE, BPP Chairman, and HUEY P,. NEWTON, 
BPP Minister of Defense. NEWTON is presently serving a sentence 
of 2 to 15 years on a conviction of manslaughter in connection 
with the killing of an Cakland police officer. 


The official newspaper, "The Black Panther" which 
further describes itself as the "Black Community News Service", 
states that the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla 
tactics in its revolutionary program to end oppression of the black 
people. Residents of the black community are urged to arm themselves 
against the police who are consistently referred to in the publi- 
cation as "pigs" who should be killed. 


"The Black Panther" issue of September 7, 1968, contains 
an editorial by BPP Minister of Education, GEORGE MASON MURRAY, 
which ends with the following: 


"Black men. Black people, colored persons of America, 
revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only culture worth keeping 
is a revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom everywhere. Dynamite! 
Black Power. Use the gun. Kill the pigs everywhere." . 


Included in the introduction to an article appearing in 
the October 5, 1968, edition of "The Black Panther" is the statement 
" .,..we will not dissent from American Goverment. We will-overthrow

. Issues of "The Black Panther" regularly contain quotations 
from the writings of Chairman MAO Tse-tung of the People's Republic 


of China and feature MAO's statement that "political power grows 
out of the barrel of a gun."

FAIR PLAY FOR CUBA COMMITTEE 


The April 6, 1° «0, edition of "The New York 
Times" newspaper contained a full-page advertisement 
captioned "What Is Really Happening In Cuba", placed by 
the Fair Play for Cuba Committee (FPCC). This advertise- 
ment announced the formation of the FPCC in New York City 
and declared the FPCC intended to promulgate "the truth 
about revolutionary Cuba" to neutralize the distorted 
American press. 


"The New York Times" edition of January 11, 
1961, reported that at a hearing conducted before the 
United States Senate Internal Security Subcommittee on “ 
January 10, 1961, Dr. CHARLES A. SANTOS-EUCH identified - - ° 
himself and ROBERT RABER as organizers of the FPCC. He 

also testified he and RABER obtained funds from the Cuban 
Government which were applied toward the cost of the afore- 
mentioned advertisement. - 


On May 16, 1963, a source advised that during 
the first two years of the FPCC's existence there was a 
struggle between Communist Party (CP) and Socialist Workers 
Party (SWP}) elements to exert their power within the FPCC 
and thereby influence FPCC policy. This source added that 
during the past year there had been a successful effort by 
FPCC leadership to minimize the role of these and other 
organizations in the FPCC so that their influence as of 
May, 1963, was negligible. 


The SWP has been designated pursuant 
to Executive Order 10450. 


On May 20, 1963, a second source advised that 
VINCENT | TED" LEE, FPCC National Office Director, was then 
formulating FPCC policy and had indicated that he had no 
‘intention of permitting FPCC policy to be determined by 
any other organization. This source stated that LEE

believed that the FPCC should advocate resumption of 
diplomatic relations between Cuba and the United States 
and should support the right of Cubans to manage their 
revolution without interference from other nations. LEE 


did not advocate supporting the Cuban revolution per se. 


The November 23, 1963, edition of “The New York 
Times" reported that Senator THOMAS J. DODD of Connecticut 
had called FPCC "the chief public relations instrument of 
the CASTRO network in the United States." It is to be noted 
that Senator DODD was a member of the Senate Internal Security 
Subcommittee which twice conducted hearings on the FPCC. ee 


The December 27, 1963, edition of "The New York 
World Telegram and Sun" newspaper stated that the pro- 
CASTRO FPCC was seeking to go out of business and that — 
its prime activity during its lifetime had been sponsor- 
ship. of pro-CASTRO street rallies and mass picket lines, 
and the direction of an active propaganda mill highlighting 
illegal travel-to-Cuba campaigns. Its comparatively brief 
span of life was attributed to mounting anti-CASTRO American 
public opinion, the 1962 Congressional hearings which dis- 
closed FPCC financing by CASTRO's United Nations Delegation, 
and ultimately, the bad publicity which the FPCC received 
from presidential assassin, LEE H, OSWALD, 


On February 6, 1964, the previously mentioned 
second source advised that Vv. T, LEE had recently remarked 
that.the FPCC was dead and that there were no plans to 


organize another similar organization. 


On April 13, 1964, a third source advised that: 
there had not been any FPCC activity in many months and _ 
that the. FPCC had been dissolved.

The "People's World", a weekly west coast communist 
newspaper, in its issue of November 5, 1966, in an article on 
Page 3, describes the Peace Action Council (PAC) as "a co-ordinating 
agency for peace activists" which conducts emergency mobilizations 
and demonstrative actions against the war in Vietnam, 


On July 22, 1966, a source reported that the PAC, which 
has also been known as the Greater Los Angeles Peace Action 
Council (GLAPAC), was.formed during the early summer of 1966 for 
the express purpose of protesting the war in Vietnam during the 
National Governors Conference held in Los Angeles, California 
from July 4 to July 8, 1966. Following the conclusion of that 
conference, the PAC members decided to continue as a coordinating 
group to sponsor Similar protest demonstrations at later dates. 


This source was recontacted on August 1, 1969, and 
reported that the PAC continues to operate under the same basic 
concept, noting that in 1968 and 1969, PAC had sponsored demonstrations | 
againsts Presidents JOHNSON and NIXON, protesting the policies of 
their respective administrations governing American military 
commitments in Vietnam. PAC presently maintains its headquarters

on April 15, 1967. The National Student Strike for Peace was 
originally called by the Communist Party. Divisions arose between 
elements of the Communist Party and the Socialist Workers Party 
(SWP), culminating in a take-over by the SWF element in the summer 
of 1968 and the Communist Party element withdrawing. Source 
further advised the Student Mobilization Committee locally and 
nationally is controlled by the SWP and its youth arm, Young 

rocialist Alliance (YSA), as evidenced by their participation 
in Student Mobilization Committee functions and their leadership

A source advised on May 12, 1969, that the Women 
Strike for Feace (WSP) in the Southern California area began 
its operations in the late fall of 1961, as an affiliate of the 
national organization formed that year in Washington, D.C. 


WSP is a peace oriented women's organization which is 
“opposed to the present United States foreign policy in Vietnam. 
It. has alse sought legislation which would bring about the 
abolition of the House Gommittee on Un-American Activities. 
In addition to conducting numerous letter writing campaigns on 
subjects which concern current United States civil rights and 
foreign policy problems, WSP locally has become quite active in 
draft counseling. This counseling, in the form of providing 
information concerning alternatives to the draft, has taken place 
at an increasingly consistent pace. WSP feels that these forms of 
opposing United States intervention in Vietnam have been quite 
effective and more effective than frequent participation in 
demonstrations protesting the war in.Vietnam. 


The same source stated that WSP is a non-membership 
organization and has no officers. The organization is open 
to women of ali political persuasions who are interested in 
world peace. No effort is made to exclude from its activities 
members of, or persons sympathetic to, the Communist Party and 
related groups. ;

This advertise- 
ment announced the formation of the FPCC in New York City 
and deciared the FPCC intended to promulgate "the truth 
about revolutionary Cuba" to neutralize the distorted 
American press, 


"The New York Times" edition of January 11, 
1961, reported that at a hearing conducted before the 
United States Senate Internal Security Subcommittee on 
ganuary 10, 1961, Dr. CHARLES A, SANTOS-EUCH identified 
himseif and ROBERT RABER as organizers of the FPCC. He 
also testified he and RABER obtained funds from the Cuban 
Government which were applied toward the cost of the afore- 
mentioned advertisement. 


Orn May 16, 1963, a source advised that during 
the first two years of the FPCC's existence there was a \ 
struggle bétween Communist Party (CP} and Socialist Workers V

Times" reported that Senator THOMAS J. DODD of Connecticut 
had called FPCC "the chief public relations instrument of 
the CASTRO network in the United States." It is to be noted 
that Senator DODD was a member of the Senate Internal Security 
Subcommittee which twice conducted hearings on the FPCC. 


- The December 27, 1963, edition of "The New York 
World Telegram and Sun" newspaper stated that the pro- 
CASTRO FPCC was seeking to go out of business and that 
its prime activity during its lifetime had been sponsor- 
ship of pro-CASTRO street rallies and mass picket lines, 
and the direction of an active propaganda mill highlighting 
illegal travel-to-Cuba campaigns. Its comparatively brief 
span of life was attributed to mounting anti-CASTRO American 
public opinion, the 1962 Congressional hearings which dis- 
elosed FPCC financing by CASTRO's United Nations Delegation, 
and ultimately, the bad publicity which the FPCC received 
from presidential assassin, LEE H, OSWALD, 


On February 6, 1964, the previously mentioned 
second source advised that V. T, LEE had recently remarked 
that the FPCC was dead and that there were no plans to 
organize another similar organization, .
